Investigations  of  complaints  of  imcloahlinoss,  overcrowding, 
in  Council  houses,  are  made  as  and  when  requested  hy  the 
four  Area  House  Lotting  Sub- committees  and  in  addition  129 
inspections  were  made  of  promises  occupied  by  tenants  proposed  for 
new  Council  houses.  This  is  in  accordance  with  a  Resolution  of 
tho  Council  which  states  that  all  housing  accommodation  of 
prospcctivo  tenants  of  Council  owned  houses  should  be  inspected  by 
the  Health  Department  and  a  report  presented  to  the  respective 
area  house  lotting  Sub-committees  before  allocation  is  made, 
will ,  however,  be  scon  that  this  Resolution  is  not  being 
implemented  in  full  as  some  ssohousos  were  erected  and  lot  by 
tho  respective  Committees.

it  is  essential  that  this  Resolution  bo  fully  implemented, 


in  order  that  unsatisfactory  tenants  could  be  eliminated  or  noted 
for  future  roferenco  should  they  bo  allocated  promises  and  in 
tho  event  of  furniture  etc.,  being  infested  with  vermin  the 
necessary  precautions  could  bo  taken  before  the  tenants  are 
removed,  and  such  tenants  placed  upon  a  list  for  periodic 
investigation.  Of  course,  tho  most  satisfactory  way  of  dealing 
with  such  tenants  is  to  remove  their  household  chattels  In  bulk 
in  a  pantechnicon  fitted  with  fumigation  apparatus  so  that  tho 
furniture  etc.,  could  be  treated  during  tho  journey  from  one 
house  to  another,  which  would  ensure  .vermin  free  ontry  into 
tho  now  housing  accommodation# 


during  the  progress  of  the  Council's  post-war  Housing 
Programme  and  Letting  Scheme  the  Health  Department  has  boon 
requested  to  investigate  tho  conditions  of  some  of  the  now  houses 
after  only  a.  fow  months f  tenancy.

com  nor,  1947,  become  vacant  and  upon 


application  by  the  owners  licences  have  been  granted  for  successive 
six  monthly  periods  under  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1959 
Regulation  No.  68AA,  Thirty  licences  were  granted  in  1947  under 
this  Regulation.  All  of  those  houses  have  been  repaired  in 
accordance  with  schedules  prepared  after  inspection.  This 
necessitates  at  least  two  inspections  per  house  per  year. 


The  remaining  houses  in  Barm  Road,  Cramlington,  Boundary  Road, 
Shankhouse,  Office  Road,  Bast  Cramlington,  "Whitley  Row,  Shiremoor 
and  Burn  and  Double  Roves,  East  Holywell,  are  in  very  poor  condition 
particularly  regarding  defective  roofs  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
tenants  of  these  properties  should  be  rehoused  without  further  delay 
as  a  heavy  shower  is  a  dread  to  the  occupants  requiring  all  their 
efforts  to  catch  water  in  pails,  baths,  etc. 

In  the  723  condemned  houses  are  also  included  11  requisitioned 
houses,  a  do  crease  of  four  below  the  previous  year.  The  tenants 
of  those  four  wore  rehoused  by  the  Council.  .  Although  .these  houses 
provide  accommodation  for  people  who  might  otherwise  be  homeless 
or  living  as  sub- tenants  in  unsatisf ac tory  and  overcrowded  conditions* 
they  are  a  constant  source  of  worry  to  the  H  oath  Department  duo  to 
the  fact  that  complaints  arc  constantly  being  received  direct  and 
per  the  rent  collectors  and  groat  difficulty  has  boon  experienced 

,s  for  defective  kite] 
iarry  out  the  necessa: 
in  my  ooinion.  could  bo 

better  expended  on  the  erection  of  now  properties,  including  labour 
and  materials  to  bo  allocated  to  such  work. 
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A  great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
is  taken  up  by  unfortunate  people  living  in  unsanitary  and  overcrowded 
conditions  visiting  the  Department  seeking  advice  and  help  with  a  view 
to  obtaining,  in  the  first  place,  a  much  coveted  Council  house,  or 
alternative ly ,  same  other  accommodation  which  will  relieve  them  of  the 
tension  of  residing  with  parents.  Those  enquiries  have,  in  some 
instances  boon  ■.  v  .It with  by  inspection  of  the  accomnodoti on  complained 
of. 


A  good  deal  has  been  said  about  the  sale  of  vacant  houses  which 
hove  an  increased  value  and  a  considerable)  number  of  those  sales  have 
taken  place  in  this  district  and  in  localities  where  a  poor  type  of 
tenant  is  normally  residing  and  with  this  inter  mixing,  of  owner- 
occupiers  with  tenants  paying  rent  I  feel  that  run  improvement  will 
bo  evident  in  these  localities,  both  in  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  properties  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the 
bark  street  s ,  etc. 

Of  the  4, 611-  privately  owned  houses  the  following  645  houses 
will  probably  bo  scheduled  for  demolition  as  soon  as  houses  have 
boon  provided  in  lieu,  of  those  already  scheduled.

Throe  separate  privy  conversions  wore  carried  out  and  in  each  case 
on  half  of  the  contractor’s  estimate  was  paid  to  the  owners  by  the  Council. 

There  remain  within  the  district  approximately  288  privy  boxes  and 
58  privies  in  connection  with  27  ashpits  and  14  pail  closets,  the  majority  of 
which  are  used  connected  to  the  Council’s  sowers  and  water  mains  with  the 
result  that'  conversion  to  water  closets  should  be  put  in  hand  without 
further  delay.  ^  an  / 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  there  remain  22  privy  boxes, 

145  privies  and  73  ashpits  in  use  with  houses  scheduled  for  clearance 
and  demolition.  There  are  also  138  pail  closets,  62  privy  boxes,  60 
privies  and  32  ashpits  in  connection  with  houses  which  may  be  scheduled 
for  clearance  ere.,  in  a  few  years  time.

by  the  Health  Department  the  National  Coal  Board ,  successors  to  the 
Backworth  Collieries  Ltd.,  arranged  to  clear  washory  settlings  from 
the  pond  with  the  result  that  the  effluent  discharging  into  the  Brier 
Done  stream  is  now  clear  and  should  remain  in  this  condition  for 
about  three  years  when  the  pond  will  require  cleansing.  The  deposit, 
I  understand,  is  saleable,  and  as  the  barium  sulphate  effluent  was 
removed  in  1946  the  stream  is  now  in  very  good  condition,  much  to  the 
delight  of  residents  in  the  -/hit ley  Bay  Urban  District  through  which 
the  stream  flows  and  discharges  into  the  soa,  I  trust  that  the 
National  Coal  Board  might  bo  persuaded  to  install  a  flocculation 


plant  at  the  Maude  and  Lccles  Colli 
need  to  discharge  effluent  into  the  stream.

I  am  still  concerned  about  tho  condition  of  the  Seaton  Burn 
which  remains  almost  jet  black  for  seven  days  per  week,  from  tho 
point  where  it  passes  tho  Seghill  Colliery  of  the  National  Coal  Board. 

It  is  further  polluted  at  Karos  Close,  Seghill,  by  colliery  washcry 
effluent  from  a  contributory  watorc  uvrso  flowing  from  East  Cramlington 
which  takes  the  overflow  from  inadequate  settling  ponds  at  the  Lamb 
Pit,  Tho  Burn  is  further  polluted  by  effluent  from  another  contributory 
watercourse  flowing  from  East  Holywell  where,  there  is  a  direct  flow 
from  tho  c  al  washing  plant. 


I  have  been  in  close  touch  with  officials  of  the 
Coal  Board  and  plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  to 
flocculation  plant  at  Sag hi 11  Colliery,  and  as  a  ten 
to  install  additional  settling  ponds  at  the  Lamb  Pit, 
arrangements  should  bo  in  operation  within  the  next 
years  and  as  the  flocculation  plant  at  East  Holywell 
completion  whereby  the  washer y  water  remains  in  circ 
none  is  discharged  into  a  watercourse,  I  anticipate 
Seaton  Burn  should  be  free  from  pollution  within  the 
three  years. 


National 
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Atmo spheri c  Pollution , 


It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  all  the  local  collieries 
now  use  electricity  for  haulage  purposes  with  the  result  that 
atmospheric  pollution  from  colliery  chimneys  does  not  now  take 
Placo.  The  chief  offence  is  from  colliery  spoil  banks  but  much 
work  and  many  visits  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  an 
endeavour  to  got  the  officials  concerned  to  use  water  on  the 
affected  banks  and  good  results  were  obtained.  In  one  instance 
the  fires  became  so  intense  and  widespread  and  were  being  fed  by 


further  tipping  that  at  the  Do comb or  meeting  of  the  Council  it 
was  unanimously  agreed  to  request  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the 
Public  Health  (Coal  Mine  Refuse)  Act  1939  to  sanction  the  serving

There  is  little  pollution  of  the  atmo sphere,  if  any,  from 
any  other  source,  but  by  far  tho  greatest  factor  of  pollution 
comes  from  tho  domestic  chimneys  and  in  damp  weather  this  can 
be  observed  in  any  of  the  populated  areas .within  tho  district, 
but  this  will  bo  eased  somewhat  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the  new 
houses  in  course  of  erection  have  only  one  fireplace,  all  cooking 
etc,,  being  carried  out  by  the  aid  of  gas  or  electricity.  One  of 
tho  biggest  culprits  at  tho  moment  appears  to  bo  the  single 
storey  prefabricated  houses  whore  coal  is  used  and  duo  to  tho 


low  chimneys  dense  smoko  circulates  over 


the 


area.  The  fi reduces 


provided  in  those  houses  should  be  supplied  with  smokeless  fuel 
and  not  coal. 

As  the  rehousing  programme  proceeds  most  of  the  very  old 
fashioned  fireplaces,  whereon  one  or  more  pails  of  coal  can  bo 
placed,  will  disappear  and  I  trust  that  as  tho  large  typo  kitchen 
range  installed  in  the  older  Council  houses  become  defective 
they  will  be  replaced  by  modern  firegrates  with  a  smaller  grate 
area  and  capacity  which  should  materially  reduce  the  atmospheric 
pollution  in  the  district.

All  premises  within  the  district  have  mains  water  but  a  largo 
percentage  have  not  got  internal  supplies  having  to  roly  upon  yard 
standpipes  or  street  standpipes,  the  latter  often  serving  six  or 


eight  houses.  Much  waste  of  water  occurs  in  frosty  weather  due  to 
bursts  ana  by  tenants  who  fail  to  turn  off  the  tap,  internal  supplies 
would  save  much  water  and  cost  to  ratepayers.

The  above  figures  show  that  75 c/o  of  the  samples  taken  proved 


to  be  satisfactory  and  whilst  it  is  not  a  very  high  percentage 
it  is  not  unreasonably  low  and  I  hope  that  with  the  amount  of 
time  spent,  advice  and  instruction  given  to  producers  and  dairy 
staffs  the  percentage  will  get  higher  in  the  future . 


Meat  and  Other  hoods. 


The  Ministry  of  hood  have  not  a  slaughtering  establishment 
within  the  district  with  the  result  that  all  home  killed  meat 
has  to  be  brought  by  road  from  pre  mises  in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne 
whilst  dealing  with  slaughterhouses  I  feel  the  time  has  arrived 
when  the  Council  should  give  consideration  to  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  an  approach  should  bo  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Ministry  of  Fred  as  to  whether  or  not  the  time  is 
opportune  for  the  consideration  of  the  erection  of  a  public 
slaughterhouse  to  servo  the  district.  All  carcases  including 
imported  are  delivered  to  and  distributed  from  the  Seaton 
Valley  Retail  Butchers*  Association’s  Depot  at  Seaton  Dolaval; 
on  the  whole  the  quality  is  good  but  some  meat  was  eventually 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  due  to  bone  taint, 
this  was  no  doubt  brought  about  by  handling  and  transport  to 
Seaton  Dolaval  before  complete  setting  had  taken  place.  The 
transfer  and  handling  of  meat  between  Newcastle  and  Seaton 
Del  oral  mid  to  butchers*  shops  has  improved  slightly  over  the 
last  few  years  but  the  time  has  arrived  when  special  moat 
convoying  vans,  properly  ventilated,  and  with  hanging 
accommodation  for  carcases  should  be 
present  system  of  carcass  stacking  mid  packing  on  old  foul  meat 
wrappers,  with  livers  and  plucks  intermingled ;  the  inside  of 
such  vehicles  never  look  very  clean  whereas  they  should  possess 
a  moat  shop  window  appearance.
